1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

- PREMIER CHIANG’S TV INTERVIEW WITH ABC'S HARRY REASONER 
TELEVISED IN U.S. DECEMBER 22 RECEIVED FRONTPAGE TREATMENT 
IN ALL PAPERS DECEMBER 25. PREMIER CHIANG QUOTED AS SAYING 
IF U.S. RECOGNIZES RED CHINA, IT WOULD CAUSE SERIOUS DAMAGE 
NOT ONLY TO ROC BUT TO U.S., ASIA AND ENTIRE WORLD. IT IS 
MATTER OF GREAT HISTORICAL RESPONSIBILITY THAT WILL HAVE 
VERY SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES AND ANY DECISIONMAKER WILL HAVE 
TO THINK CAREFULLY ABOUT IT. HE SAID ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
HABIB TOLD HIM IN TAIPEI THAT EVEN AFTER PRESIDENT FORD'S 
VISIT TO CHINA MAINLAND, RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN U.S. AND ROC 
REMAINS UNCHANGED. HE TOLD HABIB THERE ARE SHARP DIFFERENCES

VISIT ONLY STRENGTHENED CHINESE COMMUNISTS’ DICTATORIAL 
RULE AND EXACERBATED AGONY OF CHINESE PEOPLE, (2) IT IS
